He was also told 
that the FBI could make no recommendations as to whether the Senator should 
alien: himself with Brooke or not. Colson stated that he would get in touch with 
someone in the Department. He added that he felt membership in the National 
Lawyers Guild was the only thing that caused the Department to turn down Brooke 
but that he was not certain of this fact. 


Bureau files reflect that our investigation of Brooke in 1953 revealed 
that his name was on the mailing list of the National Lawyers Guild and that he was 
known to communists and communist sympathizers in the Boston area. One informant 
reported that the then Treasurer of the Communist Party advised Brooke that she 
would give him a "clean bill of health'' if she was contacted by the FBI. Brooke was 
not appointed Assistant U. S. Attorney, however, the Department later advised us 
that a great deal of pressure was brought. on the Attorney General to hire Brooke.

The Bureau has been following the exploits of Hurkos for a number 
of years particularly since his meddling in cases in which the FBI has investigated 
such as the Carroll V. Jackson kidnap~murder case in 1960 where Hurkos was 
responsible for a trash collector being put into a state hospital for the criminally 
insane. In connection with his meddling in other cases, both of a Federal and 
local nature, we learned of his travel to the Boston area apparent} the oh

We also learned of Hurkos' ee ea of an FBI ‘haent on 12-10-636 
in Wisconsin and we were following this case closely to get ail possible evidence to 
substantiate the violation.
